Legal Decisions. 


In the Supreme Judicial Court in Bos- 
ton on Monday, Chief Justice 5 
siding, m an action brought

Sears against the city of Boston to recov- 





ran amount of money paid by bim on 
compulsion for taxes in May 1837, it ap- 
pearedthat the plainti® in June Ist, 1538, 
left the city with the intention of residing 
with his family in Pavis, France, and was 
followed by all the members of his famity 
in September of the same -year, and his 
dwelling house, with its furniture, was 
leased for one year. The state of com- 
mercial affairs in this country, induced 
him to retura to Bostonin October, 1837; 
aod his family returned in July, 1838.— 
On May Is!, 1837, Mr. Sears was assessed 
tor his poll and personal estate, in the 
taxes of that year, The question was 
argued to the court whether Mr. Sears 
was rightly assessed, and if he was not, 
then he was to recover the amount back 
vaid, otherwise the plaintiff to become 
non-suit, and the defendants to recover 
cos's against him. 

The court were clearly of opinion, that 
Mr. Sears was properly assessed. They 
considered him as properly coming within 
the law. He had no intention, when he 
left Boston for Paris, of making a perma- 
nent residence abroad. So far as ci izen- 
ship and residence was concerned, his 
ease was parallel to that of a traveller or 
aseaman, alsent a long time, but not 
losing their citizenship. If be had re- 
turned the d uy before any election, | 
would have been entitled to vote.

that of Augustus Thorndike vs. the City 
f Boston, in an action to recover back 
the sum of $301 50 taxes assessed upon 
the plaintul for his persona! property and 
jl as an inhabitant of the city of Bos- 
ton It appeared in evidence that the 
plaintiff went with his family to Edin- 
urgh, in Seotland, Oct. 1836, and had

In July, 
1837, the plaintiff himself came to Bos- 
ton on private business of importance, 
where he remained, however, bata few

Judge Wilde, who presided at the trial, 
instructed the jury, that the question tor 
them was, whether the plaintiff’s residence 
was in Boston on tne Ist of May, 1837 
That if they were satisfied that the plain- 
tiff went abroad not for the mere purpose 
f travelling or for any particular object, 
intending to return when that was accom- 
plished, but with the intention remain- 
ing abroad for an indefinite length of ume, 
or with the intention of not returning to 
Boston to live, even if he should ever re- 


turn to the Umited States, then he ceased 
to be an inhabitant of Boston for the pur- 
poses of taxation there. 

~The jury returned a verdict for the 


plaintiff, and the defendant moved for a 
new trial for misdirection, and also for 
the almission of the letters before men- 
tioned 

The Court were of opinion that the 
plato? wughe mot tn have boon accceved, 
and that the verdict was right.
